There has been iess trouble from contaiijination of the 
river this yeer; and the sewerage accommodation is now 
under review, having regard to the considerable building 
operations in progress in the lover parts of the torn. 
This is a matter which must coumand the constant 
attention of the Sanitary Committee. 
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The method of collection and removal of household 
refuse in open vehicles leaves room for iinprovemsn%« 
Huisanee from smoke is not a problem in the districs, 
where we have little in the way of industrial 
undertaxings. Tt is satisfactory to report the 
commencement of operations to less en the silting up of 
tne marine lake with mud and sand from the Channel, anc 
the installation of a pump for the renewal of the 


bathing water at times of low tide. No action has been 
necessary with regard to the treatment of infested : 
houses. The local schools have been regularly insrected 
and their condition found satisfactory.

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Prevalence of and Control over Infectious Diseases, 


We have been singularly free from infectious diseases 
ring the year. Two cases of Diphtheria, remnants of the 
owen: year's epidemic, were treated at the local 
hospital, and two other cases cropped up in Augus Gras 
a result of infection contracted outside the town, These 
were satisfactorily dealt with at home, and since chen 
ve heve nad no fresh cases. In August a boy was found 
to be suffering from enteric fever, and investigation of 
all the circumstances definitely pointed to an infection 
contracted in the iidlands. All the contacts were 
carefully watched and examined, and no further cases 
occurred. The boy made a satisfactory recovery at 
Ham Green Hospital, Bristol.
